Sikeston is , going to return * to 
the practice of putting prisoners 
to work who are arrested, fined 
and either unable or unwilling to 
pay their fines. M ayor Chas. H. 
B utler said this m orning*- 
“ Beginning with thfcm rslUffThis 
y ear,” he said, “ I have issued in­ 
structions to Chief of Police H ar­ 
old Wallace and recom m ended to 
Judge F. H. Smith that in the 
future those persons who are fin­ 
ed for violations of the city ordin­ 
ances and who do not pay their 
fines are to be put to work on the 
streets or other public jobs to work 
out the amount of their fines. 
Will Save Money 
“ There are a lot of jobs such 
persons could do and not only get 
rid of their debt to the city but 
also save the city m oney.” 
The practice of working prison­ 
ers is not new but has been used 
before. 
“There are just too m any p er­ 
sons” the m ayor continued, “ who 
impose on the sym pathy and kind 
heartedness of our police judge and 
chief of police with prom ises to 
return and pay their fines who fail 
to do so after being released and 
apprehended 
on 
sem e violation, 
are never seen again until they are 
H ereafter, either they pay their 
fines or work them out for the ben­ 
efit of the city.” 
The right cf the city to work its 
prisoners in lieu of cash paym ent 
of fines is set forth in the city 
ordinances (which follow) and also 
by the state statutes.

TO WORK ON STREETS 
W henever any person is com­ 
m itted to the city jail for the 
non-paym ent of any fine, the po­ 
lice judge can issue an order to 
the street com m issioner directing 
him to work the person nam ed in 
such order on the streets, public 
works or rock pile of the city; 
and the street com m issioner shall 
have the custody and control of 
such person during the hours of

e r to see that such prisoner is kept 
at work during the hours of the 
day that he is com m itted to his 
charge. The street com m issioner 
shall have no authority to release 
or discharge any prisoner com m it­ 
ted to him by the police judge. 
SECTION 321 BALL 
ANI) CHAIN MAY BE USED 
W henever any prisoner, or p ris­ 
oners, shall be required to work 
upon the streets, rock pile or other 
public works of the city by the 
street com m issioner, such street 
com m issioner, if he deem s it nec­ 
essary, for the safe-keeping of such

PROVIDED WITH FOOD 
Any prisoner who shall bt order­ 
ed by the street com m issioner to 
perform any w’ork or labor in pay­ 
m ent of any fine charged against 
him , shall, when he perform s a 
reasonable day’s work, receive two 
substantial m eals a day. but if said 
person refuse to do a reasonable 
d ay’s work he shall receive only 
w hat the street com m issioner or 
the chief of police shall deem prop­ 
er.

The only explanation the men 
can figure out is that the public 
began mailing C hristm as m atter 
earlier and put better addresses on 
it. 
During the holiday period the 
post office put on five additional 
men — Garland C astleberry, Bob 
Stearns, Jeff Sm ith. Robert Sehlitt 
and Kirk MeCov — but their job 
was simply to deliver the m ai 
throughout the city and, according 
to the postm aster, they did a splen­ 
did job. 
The regular carriers and office 
employes worked up the mail daily 
9s fast as it cam e in and when 
their cases were full the carriers 
also went out on deliveries. 
For the first tim e. also, this year 
was the first not to show a trem ­ 
endous increase in m ailing right 
at Christm as, it is said. The volu­ 
me cf mail this season was just 
about the sam e as last y ear’s. 


There was an increase in revenue 
of approxim ately SI0.000 due p art­ 
ly to increased rates and partly to 
increased mailing during the year.

“ In the first place.” M ayor B ut­ 
ler said today, “ this idea of having 
a city representative tag along with 
the county assessor as he m akes 
up his rolls is an entirely unneces- 
jsary expense burden on the city 
for the simple reason the city has 
to make up its tax books from the 
| assessm ents m ade by the county 
anyway, and I can see no reason 
why the city should pay out $50 a 
week for seme tw’o months just to 
have someone watching someone 
[else write down nam es and valua­ 
tions. 
“ In the second place, the asses- 
m ent of property in this city is 
woefully inadequate. I personally 
I know, from my own investigation, 
that many pieces of property are 
(still carried on the county books 
as unimproved w hereas the fact 
they now have residences on them . 
I know of one $25,000 house that 
was carried at a valuation of $1 0 0 , 
but this has been corrected. There 
are. I am convinced many m ore 
pieces of property that should be 
re-valued and new assessm ents at 
higher figure placed on them. 
“ Under the state law Sikeston Is 
required to have an assessor and 
(this office, in the past, has been 
(and is now held by A. C. B arrett, 
our city clerk, who does not have 
tim e to get out of the office and 
m ake these tours of the city with 
the county assessor so it has been 
the practice to hire someone to do 
it and then in addition, we have to 
pay as high as $400 to have our 
city tax books m ade up from the 
county’s records. 
“ I hope* that in the next election 
someone will com e out for the 
assessorship who will be capable 
and able to m ake our city assess­ 
m ent and, also, m ake up our city 
tax book. 
“ It is quite possible the solution 
to this duplication of work could 
be elm inated by abolishing the of­ 
ficer of city assessor and just ta k ­ 
ing the count assessm ent lists.” 
From a survey of Missouri cities 
M ayor Butler went on, “ it was re ­ 
vealed that 94 cities are saving 
the cost of the city assessor by 
using their county lists. Under state 
law’, he said, it is apparent there 
are ways to rid of this extra office 
and also provision for using the 
county lists.
